tween the famous extremes of this 
field— Freud and Smlth-Farquhar. 

Now for the analysis. Snow 
IWhitc is clearly a concrete embodi- 
ment of the abstract principle of 
good. The seven dwarfs represent 
the seven weaknessea in the child- 
ignorance, jealousy, timidity, frail- 
ty, indiscrimination, illogicality and 
i.indour. 

I>«!t us digress for just a minute. 
Did you ever ponder the Inunense 
^ aigniflcance of the numeral seven 
Sin. the history of the himianlty? 
How many wonders of the world 
are there? Seven. How many days 
in a week? Seven. How many 
angels and devils appear In Rcvela. 
tions? Seven. How many men in 
the hockey teams of two decades 
aco? Seven. How many of the 
aeven largest pyramids are among 
the seven largut? Seven. And ao 
It goes. 

. The number seven possesses an 
interest to the theorist which is only 
•urpassed by that of the niunber 67. 
Tor Instance, the number seven 
■when multiplied by Itself 67 times 
gives us 469. Now if we add up the 
numerals In this last figure we get 
19, which is a prime number. So Js 
■even; so Is 07. So, for that matter 
are eleven, twenty>nine, forty-seven 
and several others with which the 
•tudent of mathematics is familiar. 
But math'.matics. Interesting as it is 
to the sincere siudcnt, never seems, 
to lead us anywhere. 

'Why? comes back the challenging 
query of the calculus. Here briefly 
is the reason. When we speak in 
terms mathematical, we are deal- 
ing with abstractions; that is, 
essences— forms, as the Platonists 
among us would have It— and the 
conclusions we reach about these 
abstractions hold true whether or 
not the material world on which 
the realists contend that knowledge 
is based does actually exist. There- 
fore, it follows that these prin- 
ciples cannot result in^ anything 
but a body of lawa„eaeh following 
from another and ultimately rc- 
aolving themselves in the perfect 
oxymoron of mathematical dogma.

Leslie Roberts 
Addresses SLÇ 
Ât First Session 



Last night in the Union, Leslie 
Roberts addressed tlie initial meet- 
ing on the subject of total war and 
the university, taking as his theme 
the. word of Premier King, "Noth- 
ing matters now but victory." At 
the close of Mr. Roberts' speech 
three short films enUtTed, "On 
Guard for Thee," "The (Battle for 
Oil," and "Charlie Chaplin Buys 
Victory Bonds," were shown. 

Mr. Roberts opened his remarks 
by saying that the slogan "Nothing 
matters now but victory" implies 
the need for Immediate individual 
action, and condenuied the com- 
placent attitude of many people at 
the present time. He further stated 
that, apart from the armed forces, 
less than five per cent of Canada's 
population were on a total war 
basis In thought and action. 

He went on to say that minor 
Issues should be burled for the pre- 
sent, that prejudices of race and 
language should be overwhelmed In 
the common effort for victory, and 
that the voices of such men as 
Chaloult and Duplessts should not 
be regarded , as , representative of 
French Canadians as a whole. He 
continued that the chief reason 
why the people of rural Quebec are 
not wholeheartedly behind the war 
is that' they believe that the present 
YContinued on Page Four.)

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Leave Granted 

The official notice giving leave of ab- 
sence to all students who went harvesting 
has been received in a letter to the Princi- 
pal from Mr. H. F. G. Letson, Adjutant- 
General Department of National Defence, 
Ottawa. 

The statement reads as follows: "The 
department of National Defence will give 
to students who proceed on this harvest 
work leave of absence from the normal 
Military Parades, in connection with the 
University Compulsory Training Scheme. 
Any parades which are missed through 
their absence on this war work will be 
credited toward the total of 10 hours re- 
' quired under the existing syllabus" . . . 

In addition Dr. James announced that 
the above will also apply to members of the 
University _Aij0^in|Dg Squadron. 

. This decisiotfm'tlie part of the govern- 
ment will be greatly appreciated by the 
harvesters, who on their return will find 
themselves sufficiently burdened with 
studies, and who will find it difficult to 
have in addition extra parades. 

Although according to some unofficial re- 
ports the project was not as successful as 
was expected from the students' point of 
view, still the job they set out to do was 
accomplished, and reports of the wheat 
crop indicate that this years harvest was 
as large as was expected.

"Vox Pop" Takes CBS Audience to Visit Car- 
lisle Barracks "Mercy Men". 

Carlisle Barracks, Pennsylvania, reputed to 
be one of the oldest army posts still in active 
use— with a history dating back to the French 
and Indian Wars— becomes the "drop in and 
chat" spot for Parks Johnson and Warren Hull 
In their Monday, Novemlier 2, "Vox Pop" 
broadcast via Columbia network. CKAC, 10.30. 

The post, first established by the British 
Army in 1794, today trains enlisted men to be- 
come administrative officers so that doctors 
may be free to perform medical duties, and 
trains professional men to the requirements of 
military medical knowledge. 

There are advanced classes in which officers 
are trained to help organize medical units for 
new divisions and, further, there are^ classes in 
which medical officers are trained as reserve 
medical units for placement wherever needed. 

Still standing at Carlisle Barracks is the 
stone Hessian guardhouse, now used as a post- 
office. It wak built by Hessian prisoners of war 
captured by General George Washington at the 
Battle of Trenton. 

From 1878 to 1016, the "Barracks" was the 
site of the Indian Industrial School and became 
famous through the prowess of Jim Thorpe 
and the football coaching of "Pop" Warner. 

The Medical Field Service School, only one 
of its kind in the country and until recently the 
only one of Its kind in .the world, was establish- 
ed September 1, 1920.

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A Harvester Looks Back 
The Editor, McGIlI DaUy.' 

Sir, — ^Many contradictory reports 
arrive dally from the West, One 
sure way of getting the truth on 
the treatment given the students Is 
to have them state the situation as 
they saw it themselves. We took 
such a step, and here is the answer. 

The venture was a success for the 
f srmers. With the ' "inexperienced' 
help given to them by the Eastern 
harvesters, they were able to keep 
an army of tractors, trucks and 
combines moving acroiss the 
prairies. The students often did a 
better Job of driving trucks and 
tractors than the farmers. But . 
they were "Inexperienced," and that 
was that. 

Hie East saved their crop, and 
they admit it. They had no drivers, 
no field pitchers. We came. From 
McGill, Queens and Laval, from 
Varsity, U. of M. and Loyola, we 
flocked out to do what our leaders 
urged us to do. We came, an army 
three thousand strong. Wo slaved 
and we sweated. We left our 
homes, our studies, our friends. And 
what did we get out of it beside 
the satisfaction of knowing we had 
'done our duty? Nothing but a sore 
back and a quite empty pocket 
book. Most of the harvesters have 
been set back some 20 or 30 dol- 
lars. 'Which is quite a lot for folks 
who expected to make some money 
out of the deal. 

All those who came back give us 
the same answers to our questions: 
"Wc would go back if the thing was 
to be started over again. We lost 
some money, but we saw the coun- 
try, we met very Interesting peo 
pie, and as a rule, were decently 
treated by the farmers. If only we 
had not been gypped. . ." ; 

Three main reasons are respon- 
sible for all of the* unfortunate 
things that happened on the trip. 

1st: The unsuffident organization 
at the beginning. (Responsibility 
The Government.) 

2nd: In some cases, the unpleas- 
ant living conditions. (Respohsi 
billty: the Farmers.) 

3rd: The unwillingness to give 
the agreed wages. (Responsibility 
the Farmers.) 

We must admit the government 
did Its best They had good men 
on the job. Men whom all our life 
we shall admire. But they we're 
flooded, and were not organized to 
take care of this sudden influx of a 
few thousand workers. They had 
promised that all our expenses 
would be paid' once in Saskatch- 
ewan. Many a harvester lived for 
three, four days before getthig a 
Job, on his own pocket money. The 
organization was better at the end 
when the unfortunate workers 
could get free room and board in 
Regina. '^^^^'r^^ 

Then there was the lodging situa 
tlon. Most students were placed In 
barns, garages or wooden shacks. 
We did not expect the cold weather 
we had out there. And wc could not 
always find a stove. Which proved 
very uncomfortable in certain cases. 
As a rule the food was fair, and the 
fanners were hospitable. Only on a 
very few cases was there any com- 
plaints as to this aspect of the life 
In the prairies. We liked the farm- 
ers . until it was time to get 
paid. 

This Is where 05 per cent of the 
harvesters got a grudge against the 
west Most students collected from 
% to % of their pay. Several did 
not get a single penny. When you 
are told you will get from 5 to 8 
dollars for a day's work, and you 
only receive $2.00, you certainly 
have reason to be angry. In many 
cases we were promised definite 
sums, only to get half our due when 
the harvest was over. The Govern- 
ment should have taken a hand. 
They didn't 

We were gyped. We worked hard, 
and yet we would all go back, for 
we had a chance of seeing the 
beauty and greatness of our native 
land. We met people , we were 
anjdous >t^IaM|wr^fdljab^^ and : for 
tvra^w^ks'we.waUcMl hand in hand 
with ADVENTURE.

'Two points covered in the dis- 
cussion were, first, the q'uestion of 
present talent and promise in Can- 
adian painters thug far, and, sec- 
ond, what encouragement they

Mr. Roberts was of the opinion that 
ihere are now a great many palnt- 
trs of ability working in Canada, 
but. that most of these are yet com- 
paratively unknown. His "slant" on 
some of the more popular ones was 
• view new to those of his hear- 
ers not well acquainted with the 
work ot Canadian artists. Mr. 
/li Roberts' contention was that, while 
; many of them are technically ex- 
. ceilent or even perfect, they ' lack 
what the layman calls "inspiration," 
or the inner quality that makes a 
representation on canvas live, rather 
than remain a painted canvas. 

The circumstances which appear 
io be holding back the other artiste 
of promise are in most cases be- 
yond their control. In the first 
place, painting in Canada hu not 
proved to l>e a great financial suc- 
cess, until quite recently. While, 
with the war In progress, this might 
teem remarkable, Mr. Roberts* per- 
•ooal experience was that in the 
bat two years he had sold many 
nore pictures than he had done in 
the years before the war. This pick- 
up In "business" has not yet reach- 
ed the stage, however, where a new 
painter can spend all his time on 
'his work, which it is ordinarily 
necessary for him to do. Instead, 
fce^ must dejiend on teachbig or 
^^^erclal^work for his Income. 



weomparisbn 'was also drawn be- 
tween the attitudes of the Canadian 
and United States Governments to- 
?iî;'.ward artists' work. For example, 
mural painters, whose work un- 
doubtedly forms a wide field of 
art, arc paid by the government for 
work in public buildings. This gov- 
ernment subsidization of mural 
painting, if practicable in Canada, 
would grant artists an opportunity to 
use their talent for the public good, 
at the same time for their own 
profit, and an opportunity to make 
themselves known to the public. 

Curing the past two years, how- 
ever, interest In art has greatly in- 
creased, at least in Montreal. Per- 
haps this fact Is enough to give 
cause for hope to Canadian artists, 
and if after the war the govern- 
nent, as well, endeavours to spon- 
sor art, the future of Canada in re- 
gard to its art will be assured.

conflict is imperialistic in nature 
rather than the fight for funda- 
mental democracy that It actually Is. 

He set up, as the sole criterion to 
Judge an individual was whether 
that individual wanted to defeat 
Hitler, and not what his opinions 
were in any other matter. In this 
connection he said that normal in- 
dividual ambition should be sup- 
pressed in an overwhelming effort 
to achieve victory. 

Continuing, he asserted that civil- 
ization is now at a crossroads, the 
oltemalive being, with victory, 
great progress, but with defeat there 
would be a disastrous return to the 
dark ages 'and ' barbarism. 

He concluded by saying that .'if 
"Nothing matters now but Victory" 
was to be more than an empty 
phrase, the whole of our energies 
should be devoted to the 'immediaie 
task of wlnning|jtte^tr,iiand^that 
foolish argumeiiT'^nd^^hTcIcerlng 
should be replaced by a total war 
effort by all the people. 

The film "On Guard for Thee" 
depicted the mobilization of Can- 
ada's Industry and armed forces 
during the second year of the war. 
"Hie Battle for Oil" showed various 
aspects of the situation with regard 
to the use, production, and transpor- 
tation of oil throughout the world.

Books jind Authors 



A good many people have heard 
of the American Volunteer Group, 
or "Flying Tigers," to Chtaa, but 
not enough has been told of their 
daring exploits. Ruisell Whelan, 
in his book. "The Flying Tigers," 
sheds niore light on this group ot 
flyers than. any thtog we have. Men 
yet ' 

"I wrote the book, because I 
thought that theirs was the great- 
est feat of a few men against over- 
whelming odds so far performed in 
this war," Whelan says. "With 
meagre resources, and inadequate 
equipment, this force of approxi- 
mately 350 men knocked down over 
1,500 Jap airmen. Over halt the 
ships they got were bombers. Their 
own losses were 25 killed, of which 
only eight were killed in combat, 
the rest died as a result of acci- 
denis." 

The author is a newspaperman, 
now working for United China Re- 
lleL Ihrough this organization, and 
by talking with Flying Tigers who 
came^back. Whelan gathered much 
material about them. He haa work- 
ed on many papers since bi» gradua- 
tion from Notre Daine. He comes 
from Bellevue, Ohio. 

The Tigers were recruited by 
General*Claire L. Chennault, who 
taught them the remarkable ta> 
tics by which they outwitted and 
defeated the Japs. Chennault had 
been retired by the Army. Now he 
Is back again leading the air forces 
in China. 

A volunteer group, these men 
joined up for good pay and bonuses 
for Jap planes, to form a unit for 
the Chinese Army. Chennault 
headed them and got the men to- 
gether. Months before Pearl Har- 
bor they began to blast at the Japs 
Always against terrific odds, short 
on gas, ammunition, and planes, 
these men ' would tackle fleets of 
Jap planes again and again, knock- 
ing them down like clay pigeons. 

Today, some of the Tigers have 
entered the United States Army. 
Most of them have gone into ferry- 
ing work In China, others have 
come back here to go into the ferxy- 
Ing run' to Irdand. All that Is left 
of the group is its brilliant history. 
It has dispersed and gone, and as 
Whelan said, 'There is more to be 
said about the Flying Tigers. Some 
day the whole glorious story will 
be told."
